An Aot to regulate fees and compen- 


sation for official and other services 
ia the State of Nevada, and to repeal 
all other Acts in relation thereto. 


[Approved February 27, 1883.1 


The People of the State of Nevada, rep- 
' 
resented in Senate and Assembly, 
do enact as follows: 


SECTION 1. The several officers and 


persons named iu this Act may demand 
and receive for their services rendered 
in discharging I/he duties imposed upon 
them by law, the foes fuul eompensatio n 
hereafter specified:, 


OLEKK OF THE SUPEEME COURT. 


SECTION 2. The fees of the Clerk of 


the Supreme Court shall be as follows: 


For entering any motion, rule or 


order, one dollar and twenty-five cents; 
for tiling each transcript of a record 
.from an inferior Coutt, three dollars; 
for entering judgment, for first folio, 
one dollar and fifty ceuts; *for each sub- 
sequent folio, seventy-five ceuts; for 
each certificate given at 'request aud 
under seal, one dollar an1' fifty cents; 
for copy of recorded opinion of Coart, 
or other papers, for each folio, twenty 
^jents; for entering each cause ou cal- 
ender and making for tho bur, seventy- 
five cents; for every romittitur on man-
